HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 
The President's Conference on Child 


Health and Protection will shortly 
publish its report about the plight of 
the handicapped or under-privileged 
children of the country. It will tell the 
story of the blind, the crippled, the de- 
linquent, the tubercular and the emo- 
tionally handicapped. It will also dis- 
close that there are large numbers of 
normal and gifted children who, for 
many reasons other than lack of ca- 
pacity, are failures. 


According to the journal of Educa- 


tion some of the figures to be released 
are astounding. 


There are 14,000,000 of this handi- 


capped army of children. Totally blind 
number 14,400, while 50.000 more are 
partially blind. Only 6.000 of the to- 
tally blind are now in state, public or 
private schools and classes for the 
blind, while of the partially blind not 
more than 5.000 are enrolled in such 
classes. 


Three million are totally ceaf. One 


million between the ages c-i five snc 
eighteen are defective in speech, only 
six per cent receiving proper treat- 
metit. Three htirzdrsd Thc^sand crlo- 
ples Beec special attention :n accitfca 
to the 382,000 who are tubercular. 


The largest class of defectives are 


the 4,305.000 children :- the elemen- 
tary grades who are so mentally re- 
tarded that they require special care 
and treatment. 


This "White House report will clear- 


ly set forth the great gap which exists 
between the education and treatment 
these children ase getting and what 
they actually need. 


It will ind-icate that an about face
